direct sunlight can reach it, dairy 


products should never be kept there. 

Milk, cream and butter when ex- 
posed to direct sunlight quickly de- 
velop abnormal flavors which are 


| generally of a metallic or tallowy 


nature. This tallowy flavor is caused 
by the action of sunlight on butter 
fat and has been known to develop 
te a very noticeable degree after an 
hour or so. In the case of butter, the 
fat turns to a very light or white 


color, and the same change takes 
place in the fat in milk or cream 
whether it is homogenized or not. 


Dr. Hood states that if consumers 


find that milk or cream has become 
tallowy in flavor after keeping it for 
twenty-four hours, they should not 
blame the dairy by whom they are 
supplied, if these dairy products have 
been kept in a window exposed to the 
sun. This flavor can be prevented if 
milk and cream is protected from di- 
rect sunlight by wrapping the bottles 
in a piece of heavy brown paper or 
by placing them in a wooden box 
made for the purpose, when it is 
necessary to keep them outside, But 
a cool shadéd corner in the cold stor- 
age of the cellar is always a_ safe 
place to keep dairy products at. this

room windows in order to benefit by 
and enjoy ‘hours of sleep in the fresh 
air, thus lessening the chances of the 
occurance of tuberculosis. . 

It is true that fresh air, day and 
night, is good. We know that the old 
idea of night air being bad is not 
-true. At night we miss the sun- 
shine; that is the only difference. 
Those who sleep with bed-room win- 
dows open, do so because they like 
it, because, when the windows are 
open, they sleep better, ‘they feel 
better. and they are better. 

The window is, of course, opened 
with consideration for the tempera- 
/ture and the wind. If a fraction of 
an inch on a cold, win@y night allows 
a slight chrrént of cool air to pass 
that is sufficient. 
Fresh air is one of the valuable 
things that may be had simply for 
the effort of taking it.

Battleships Of the Air 
Fleet Nearing Completion In Yark- 
. shire Are Ali-Metal 

A fleet of giant new fiying-boats, 
constructed entirely of metal, is 
nearing completion at a large aircraft 
works in Yorkshire. 

These new flying-boats are really 
air battleships. Each weighs, when 
fully loaded, nearly thirteen tons, and 
the three engines, which develop a 
total horse-power of 2,100, give a 
speed of more than 100 miles an 
hour, :

New Source Of Electricity 
River Mud Is Attracting Attention 
Of Scientists In Europe 

Scientists of Europe are taking an 
interest in reports that mud is to be 
the source of electrical supply at a 
power station being erected at Kar- 
nap, Germany, The mud will be ex- 
tracted from the River Ems, It is 
said to contain a combustible mater- 
jal that by a new method will be 
extracted, dried and then used for 
fuel for the works. The heat value 
is declared to be equal to that of lig- 
nite. Investigators declare that the 
new process is of international im- 
portance because there are many riv- 
ers in coal districts throughout the 
world, the mud of which could be 
treated in the same manner.. 


Famine Threatens Russia 

The government of the Ukraine, 
which is feeding 732,000 peasants, in- 
cluding 225,000 children, reported to- 
day that several million persons were
